.arysvllle. where a week was passed in- 
vestigating conditions. 
Last week the commission's representa- 
tives sent broadcast the news that the 
campaign was ended and was successful, 
and the pest Wiped out. This announce- 
ment followed a statement from Com- 
missioner S. A. Pease to the effect that 
the university's entomological savants had 
sought to intrude upon the white fly cam- 
paign and to take credit for the work 
which the commission was doing. Pease 
then charged Professor Woodworth with 
lagiarism in Woodworth's fly bulletin, al- 
egtng that the university man had used

"Those In charge of tfc* work are attll 
trying to force further defoliation.

"A very large proportion of the Insects 
have been destroyed through tnese ef- 
forts, but not one acre of Infested terri- 
tory has been cleared and it requires Just 
as thorough defoliation where there are 
but five white flies as though there were 
5000. 


MORE 
COMING. 


"Moreover, for the remainder of the 
summer winged Individuals will be con- 
tinually coming forth, making the chances 
of its spreading to other localities a very 
serlt>us matter. 
We tire now. therefore, 
confronted with a new set of conditions 
and should take a new view of the prob- 
lem and .prepare to meet the new condi- 
tions wisely, avoiding the mistakes of the 
past campaign. 
"The citrus trees alone have been cut 
out with-any attempt at thoroughness. 
Somo of -the other food plants have been 
quit*! as heavily Infested as any of the 
oranze trees. 
"The original order of the State Horti- 
cultural Commission did not include all 
tree*. The newspaper articles urging ac- 
tive work have usually been quiet in ref- 
erence to other food plants, and the people 
generally seem to have lost sight of the 
fact that the defoliation ot such plants Is 
qultn as Important as the orange trees.

there Is a period when all are wingleas. 
All through the month of May and well 
Into June the Insects of this spring brood 
were, on the wing and laying eggs. Some 
of the young hatchlnsr from these eggs 
were fullv a month older than the young- 
est members of the family. 
Thus there 
is only a. brief period during which suc- 
cessful work could be done. The quiescent 
period of winter is much longer. 
"From early in June, through the re- 
mainder of the summer and probably un- 
til killing frosts come, the Insect is con- 
tinually on the wing, owing to the Inter- 
lapping of broods, rendering eradication at 
this time hopeless. 
"While the Insect cannot be eradicated 
at this time of the year, there is much 
Important work to do, upon the doing of 
which the success of next winter's cam- 
paign will depend."

MEANS GOOD HEALTH 


If you wish t$ be healthy and to sleep well, you are 


advised by the medical world to keep your windows open 
night and day. Fresh air is always pleasant and invigorating, 
but for those who live in town—particularly the dwellers in 
an upper flat—there is the disadvantage of having to struggle 
with the multitude of smuts which travel into your room on 
the wings of the wind and make everything you touch abso- 
lutely filthy. Here is a simple recipe for keeping out, to ft 
great extent, these dirty little invadtrs. Nail a piece of gau?e 
about nine inches d«ep across the upper part of the window 
frame on the outside. It must be stretched rather tightly, and 
a coarse butter muslin or canvas will be found to answer the 
purpose admirably, a pale dull green color for preference. 
Then your window can always remain open; you get the air 
but the smuts do not get in—they are trapped by the muslin, 
says Home Notes. 


' You can do the same at tht bottom of the window frame 


if you like to open the lower half as well, and here the musWn 
might be cut slightly deeper. It keeps out the flies and other 
Intrusive insects, but it doe§ not in any way impede your view.
